At 1 o'clock thin aftereroon the steamer
Silas O, Pierce left the BhlEwrore wharf at
this place, with Brevet Mwior Gon, Miles,
téeompunied by other offtcers 6 profmineres,
and procecded immedintely to the stenmer
W, . Ciyde, Inying at acchor in the
wtrekny, w5l Teferfon Davis and tlhe re-
fninder of the teliol party on bonrd, An
hour, perhaps suiBicient to give the depart-
ing rebels time to take n long furewell of
flrlundu nnd denr ones, was  awardod to
them.
The harbor, which urunlly is erowded
with ali kinds and elasses of vessels, to-duy
looked almiost deserted. Scevely 8 dozen
Enil of vessels conld bo counted, and even
they scemed dall and listicss,
Colonel Ralerts, commander of the Fort-
rede, inorder to conduct the transferment
ha unostentatiously as possible, very early
in the moraing stationed guoards in the fi-
mediate vicinity of the easemntes, wherein
are the cells intended for the inecarceration
of the prisoners, and alse along the varions
paths and routes they would Le obliged te
traverse while en route to the fortress,
In A few moments after the Pierce reach-
efd the wharl the prisences began to land:
such weeg the arrangements etrictly enforoed
by the military nuthorities that o pereon
was allowed to approuch the wharf where
the prisoners Ianded except st s distance of
over five hnndred yards,  As the prisonors
marched up the wharf, proceded by a gonrd
of their eaptors of the Micligan Cavalry,
the tall, epiee from of Jefl Davis, dressed
in ey clotha, and wearing a light felt hat,
conld be easily discerned.  As soon as the
prisoners were ull ashiore they were marched
up slong the boach to the sally-port of the
water battery in the rear of the Fortress,
nndd thence o the eedl jo the scoond tier of
